The United States has no Federal ministry of educatjon'or 
other centralized authority exerctsing smgle national cgn- 
trol over educational institutions in this country. The States 
assume varying degrees of control over education, but, in 
general, institutions of postsecondary education are per- 
mitted to operate with considerable independence and 
autonomy. As a consequence, American educational institu 
tions can vary widely in the characte^and quality of theip 
pr^>grams.

In order to ihsure a basic level of ^ajity.^the practice of 
accreditation arose in the United States as a means of 
conducting nongovernmental, peer evaluation of educa- 
tional institutions and programs. Private educational as- 
^ sociations of regional or national scope have adopted 
critef^a reflecting the qualities of a sound educational 
program and have deveroped procedures for evaluating 
insfitiitions or programs to determinle whether or not they 
are operating at basic levels of<quality,

The Accrediting Procedure 



Accrediting usually involves five basic s^teps: 

1. Standards: The accrediting agency,' in collaboration, 
* with educational institutions, e^tat^lishes standards.* 

2. Stif study: The institution \pr program seeking ac- 
creditation prepares a selfWaluation study that 
nneasures its performance again^ the standards estab- 
lished by the accrediting agencyA 

3. On-fiite Evaluation: A te^m selectee^ by the accredit* 
' ing agency visits the institlitioa or program tq

Types of Accreditation 



There are two basic ^ypes of ed>icational accradltation, one 
identified as "institutionaj" and one referred to as "special- 
ized/* or "programmatic/' . 

•institutional accreditation normally applies to an entire 
institution, indicating that each of its parts is contributing 

-to the achievement of an institution's objectives, although 
not necessarily all on the same level of quality. The various 
commissions of the regional accrediting associations, for 
example, perform institutional accreditation, as do some , 
national accrediting agencies. * ^ 

Specialized accreditation normally applies to evaluatron of 
progi^s, depairtments or schools which usually are parts of^ 
a total collegiate or other postsecondary institution. The 
unit accredited may be as large as a college or school within 
a university or as small as a curriculijm within a discipline. 
Most of the specialized accrediting agencies review units 
within a postsecondary institution which is /accredited by 
one of the/egfonal accrediting commissions. However, 
ceytai(;Y>of the specialized accrediting agencies do accredit 
professional schools and other specialized or vocational or 
other postsecondary institutions which are free-standing in

4 Nongovernmental Coordinating Agencies 



The^'Councif of RegionarSchool Accrediting Commissions 
serves as the coordinating agency for the seven commissions 
'* on secondary education of the regional associations. Its 
general purpose is to provide an organization tfiroggh which 
the regional commission's for secondary schools can unite 
^nd communicate to advance the cause of voluntary 
mstitufion-based evaluation ^d accreditation for public 
and non-publTc schools and for a diversify qf other types of 
secondary schools. » - ' 

The fcouncjl on Postsecondary. Accreditatfon, in January 
1975', assumed the functions of the Federation of Regional 
Accrediting Commissions of Higher Education and the 
National Commission on Accrediting. It js a nongovern- 
mental organization intended to foster and facilitate the 



role of accrediting agencies in promoting and ensuring the 
quality and diversity of American^ postsecondary education. 
The Council recognizes, coordinate, »and periodically re- 
views the work of its member accrediting agencies, deter- 
mines the appropriateness of existing or proposed accredit- 
ing activities, and performs other related functions. 



The Council of Specialized Accrediting Agencies, which is 
represented on the Council on Postsecondary Accredita- 
tion, was organized in 1973 to strength'ien the effectiveness 
and quality of postsecondary profesional and specialized 
education through Accreditation and to collaborate with 
other postsecondary acci^iting agencies on Ijjehatf of the 
specialized. organizations.

For purposes ^of determiniiSg eligibiMty for United States 
Government assistance under certain legislation, the U.S. 
Commissioner of Education is required to publish a list of 
, nationally recognized accrediting agencies and associations 
which he determines to be reliable authorities as to the 
quality of traming offered by educational institutions and 
programs. Most institutions thus 'attain eligibility for 
Federal funds by holding accredited or preaccredited statds 
with one of^stie accrediting bodies recognized by the 
Commissioner of Education, in addition to fulfilling other 
eligibility requirements. In some legislation, provisign^is 



made. for special qdalifying «teps that may be taken" as 
alternatives to the normal accreditation process, ' 

The ^m missions of the regional asso<i1ations and the 
, national accrediting agencies which are recognized by the 
Commissioner .have no legal contrd^ ovfer educational 
institutions or programs. They promulgate standards of 
quality or criteria of institutional excellence a(id approve or 
admit to membership those .institutions that meet the 
standards or criteria.

THE DIVISION OF iLIGIBILITY AND AGENCY EVALUATION. 



The Division of ^igibility and Agency Evaluation^, 
formerly the Accreditation and Institutional Eligibility 
Staff, was established in 1968 by the Commissioner of 
Education to deal with accreditation and eligibility matters. 
Located In the Bureau of Postseconda^ Education; the 
Division has the following major functions:

In the area of the Office of Education's interests and

The -Advisory Committee on Accreditatioivand Institu- 
tionai Bligibility is established by charter under the Federal 
Advisory Committee Act (P.l^ 92-463). It is composed of 
15 persons appointed to thcee-year terms by the Secretary 
of Health*, Education; and Welfare from various segments of 
the secondary and postsecondary education community, 
the student/youth population, State departments of educa- 
tion, professional associations, and th^ general publi9. 



Functions 

The Committee functions to assist the U.S. Commissioner 
of Education in the performance of eligibility determining 
cjMties imposed by P.L. 82-550, the Veterans' Readfustment 
/^ssistance Act pf 1952, and subsequent legislation. It also 
serves to advise him on bVoader policy matters and specific 
issues relating to accreditation and institutional eligibility 
for Federal funding.
